over Israeli devaluations 
“Book value” falls with drop in pound

TEL AVIV. — The tempo and 
rate of Israel’s recent devaluations 
are causing concern among foreign 
investors, according to Ya’acor 
Brin, President of the Canada-Israel 
Development Ltd, which has more 
than §7m. in investments in Israel. 

Brin notes that it is not accepted 
Practice in Canada and the U.S. 
to recognize revaluations of pro- 
perty as ἃ result of devaluation: the 
property is listed at the original 
purchase price. 

But the “book value” of pro- 
perty in Israel falls with every de-~ 
valuation. A firm that may have 
invested a millfon dollars in Israel 
when the rate was IL3 to the 
collar had an investment of 
13,000,000; today, it would be 
valued on the books at 113,000,000 
—- the equivalent not of one million 
but of less than half 8 .million 
dollars. 

Thus, even if the company was 
breaking even and making a small 
profit, its books abroad would show 
3 loss of ¥L500,000. On the other 
hand, the property in Israel would 
be valued at about its rea} price, 
or IL7,100,000, “and the Israel Gov- 
ernment imposes a tax on this pro- 
fit — which is due to inflation, not 
to a real gain in value.”

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Soviets attempt to draft

To stem the drain of medical 

talent abroad, the Health Ministry 
has established a “job bank,” 
which provides specialist residen- 
cies at hospitals beyond the num- 
ber of places each establishment 
has for residents. 
. Tt is hoped that the “bank” will 
keep in the country medical gradu- 
ates who cannot find residences 
here and who would normally go 
abroad to specialize. The plan is 
also to induce some of 
the hundreds of Israelis who study 
Medicine abroad to come home for 
thelr graduate training. 

‘The plan is modelled on that un- 
der which the Absorption Ministry 
pays for 8. year’s additional train- 
ing for immigrant doctors. It also 
complements an earlier plan under 
which Israelis graduating abroad 
are assured of internships here. 
“The internship plan has worked 
out very well and now we are go- 
ing one step further with specialist 
residencies,” Prof. Ya’acoy Menczel, 
Director-General of the Health 
Ministry, said yesterday. 

Specialist training usually takes 
five or six years. “There are open- 
ings now in pathology, radiology, 
anesthesiology and public health; 


but we will pay for one year’s re- 
sidency in any specialty at any 
hospital,” Prof. Menczel said. 

The hospitals are glad to have 
the services of an extra physician, 
at no cost to them. A residency, 
which costs the ministry about 
1L50,000 a year, is usualiy only 
arranged if there is a prospect for 
ἃ full job in the specialty later on. 

The Civil Service Commission has 
agreed to the scheme, and the ini- 
tial plan is for 380 places, ‘Td 
like to get a hundred doctors,” Prof. 
Menczel said. Financing, even under 
the present tight budget conditions, 
apparently is no difficulty. 

Israelis studying medicine abroad 
reportedly number in the hundreds, 
most of them studying in Italy, 
Switzerland, Germany and Austria. 
Graduates going abroad for speciali- 
zation prefer the U.S. and Canada. 
Symptomatic of this trend is the 
fact almost ali Israeli students 
take the American RGMF' test at 
the U.S. Embassy upon graduation, 
This test is a prerequisite for gra- 
duate studies in the U.S. later on. 

Israel's four medical schools — at 
universities in Jerusalem, Tel Aviv, 
Haifa, and soon also Beersheba — 
graduate between 200 and 250 MDs 
every year.

HOW CAN A child who grows up in 

the ugliness of the Hatikvah Quarter 
or the bleak monotony of Yeruhar 
develop a love of nature? 

The Society for the Protection of 
Nature may have hit upon at least a 
partial solution to this problem. 
Together with the Ministry of Educa- 
tion, they are trying to open the 

| world of nature to 20,000 under- 
privileged children and teen-agers in 
some 20 depressed areas including 
slums and development towns. The 
participants, who are taken on three 
one-day tours in different seasons’ 
during the school year, often find 
that a little beyond an ugly and 
monotonous ‘home base," there is 
much to see and learn. 

“For children from so-called 
better homes, outings are a favourite 
pastime.” explained Joe Shadur, 
coordinator of this programme for 
the Society. ‘“‘They go out in their 
parents’ car, see the country and 
develop some appreciation of 
nature. But poorer children don't 
have that opportunity. Not only don't 
their have cars, but they 
also lack the orientation toward 
nature which Israelis οἷ Western or 
European background have." 

Last year, some of the society's 
field schools (there are 17 
throughout the country) took the in- 
itiative and organized outings for 
disadvantaged children. When the 
idea seemed to work, the Ministry of 
Education decided to extend the 
programme to encompass 20 of the

BRACHA ZEFIRA, pioneer of 
Hebrew folk-song, returns to the con- 
cert platform next week and will 
probably thrill her audiences just as 
she did more than forty years ago. 
Though mow over 60, she is still 
aflame with passion for music and 
feels that she can still contribute to 
Israeli song. ‘‘Only when I have done 
all I can to interpret and transmit 
our people's treasure of song, which 
carried them through long exiles and 
migrations, will I feel the time has 
come for me to retire,'’ she says. 

It is fiting that Bracha Zefira 
should renew her career in 
Jerusalem, for it fa the city in which 
she spent her childhood. Orphaned in 
infancy, she grew up in orp! 
and foster homes. finding the 
warmth her soul needed in the 
tradition-rich city. She heard the 
sounds of Jerusalem all about her 
and began to sing the songs of its 
Sephardi inhabitants. 

A visiting non-Jewish composer 
heard Bracha's rich but untrained 
contralto, sensed her artistic 
temperament and arranged for her 
to study voice in Germany. Retur- 
ning to Jerusalem, she began to pre- 
sent the traditional Ladino melodies 
of her neighbours and the Yemenite 
liturgy which was her own heritage. 

With Nahum Nardi as her musical 
mentor, her accompanist at the 
Piano, and her husband Bracha 
Zefira brought a new dimension to 
Hebrew song, exploring and reviving 
unknown or forgotten treasures of 
melody. Those who. heard her in 
those days say they cannot forget the 
impact of her voice, her expressive 
hands and her mage isicent eyes. 

After a decade of partnership with 
Nardi — the father of her very lovely 
daughter — Bracha Zefira sought 
the cooperation of modern com- 
posers. It was due to her persuasion 
— and her love for the Jewish 
people's musical heritage in all its

Moshe Ater points to some lessons of recent economic policy 


The slowdown 
hasn’t worked 


THE PUBLIC has thus far failed to 
take notice of the message contained, 
in the Bank of Israel's survey of re- 
eent economie trends. It is not that 
the Government continues to spend 
on a large scale, not heeding its own 
sermons about the need of belt- 
tightening, while private economic 
activity is slowing down. This is not 
new. But what the survey Aas dis- 
closed [5 that the slowdown is not 
producing the expected positive 
effects, that the Government's 
gradualist policy, based on anti- 
cyclical tenets, has hit a snag. It is 
not clear whether this finding has 
been published as a last minute war- 
ning before the new budget — and 
the policy hinging on it — is ap- 
proved by the cabinet, or as & 
testimony of second thought after 


the budget was drafted. In any case’ 


it should be taken to heart. 


The tale told by the statistics ts 
fairly clear. The boom — which has 
outlasted the war and world reces- 
sion — has finally ended here as 
well. In spite of persistent inflation, 
our economy is slowing down. The 
forecast 3.2 per cent growth of the 
GNP in 1975 has long since been 
written off, In the first half of the 
year the GNP was 6 per cent lower 
than in the first half of 1974, when the 
economy was still feeling the effects 
of the war. And in the second half of 
1975, the decline has doubtless gain- 
ed ground. An apparent recovery in 
consumer spending has rapidly 
petered out. Investments continued 
to sag, in particular — but not only — 
in the building sector. Exports were 
at best stationary. The national cake 
of goods and services [5 therefore 


visibly shrin! 3 
Since tt does not seem that the 


defence effort can be substantiaily — 
1 at all — curtailed. this shrinkage is 
largely confined to the rest of our 
economy. As & result, export expan- 
alon — which is urgently needed in 
order to close our dollar gap — in- 
creasingly clashes with demands for 
home consusnption {both private and 
public). The achievement of our 
major economic target is becoming 
an uphill struggle. The policy of 
strangling economic output in order 
to squeeze out more export is 
defeating its own purpose. 

‘The slowdown has been expected 
to reduce our forelgn trade gap by 
squeezing the home demand and 
thus imports; by for- 
cing a shift in resources from the 
slumping home market to sales 
abroad; and by inducing industries 
to counter slumping sales and profits 
by advancing productivity in order 
to be able to meet foreign competi- 
tion. However, so far, little progress 
has been achieved in either direc- 
tion. 


To be sure, the foreign trade 
deficit dropped 20 per cent in the se- 
cond quarter compared to & year 
ago, largely owing toa decline in im- 
ports. But that drop was not due to 
any basic change. It reflected, in the 
main, LemIPOERTS. developments, in 


building activity and other in- 
vestments, and the running down of 
excessive stocks accumulated in the 
past year. The survey warna, 
therefore, that one cannot expect the 
import decline to continue. There 
are already signs of import orders 
picking up. On the other hand, ex- 
Ports in the first half of 1975 were 
less — not greater — than a year 
ago. 


Compared with the second half of 
1974, Industrial non-diamond exports 
dropped a full 9 per cent {in real 
terms}. In the year’s third quarter 
this trend continued. Thovgh Oc- 
tober export figures showed & 
recovery, the survey stresses that it 
is likely to prove ephemeral. The 
relative of export — fe. 
the ratio of export proceeds to 
production costs — did improve com- 
pared with 1974, but not substantial- 
ly. 

The main reason for the sluggish 
export performance has apparently 
been the world demand, and 
stiff competition in overseas 
markets. But Israel industries have 
been ill-prepared to meet this com- 
petition head on. The decline in sales 
has not been accompanied by an ef- 
ficiency drive. Quite to the contrary. 
average output per industria!

Argument on 
incentives for 
exporters

The form which export incentives 
will take in future is the subject cf a 
cispute between the Bank of Israel 
and the Commerce Ministry. = _ 

The Sank of Israel suggested that 
the incentives be granted in foreign 
currency and not in Israei pourds. 
The reason for this is that exporters 
who receive loans to finance expor:s 
and then return the loans after a 
devaluation make a profit in the 
amount of the devaluation. If Joans 
are linked to foreign currency, such 
profiteering will be Impossible, 

The present system, Bank of Israel 
officials say, induces exporters to 
ask for bigger loans than they need 
in order to profit from the devalua- 
tion. Since devaluations occur 
almost every month, profits can be 
sizeable. : 

The Bank therefore has suggested 
that loans be 80 per cent linked tothe 
dollar. 

This proposal has met opposition 
by officials in the Commerce 
Miristry. Amos MarHaim, deputy 
director-general of the Ministry, ex- 
plained his opposition yesterday, in 


an interview with The Jerusalem ἡ 


Post. 

‘Exporters to other countries but 
the U.S. may lose by the linkage to 
the dollar because of the changing 
rate of the English pound vis-a-vis 
the dollar.

Obviously our industries are loath 
todischarge redundant employees — 
or are coming up against difficulties 
in doing so. The widespread belief 
that export expansion is han- 
dicapped by labour shortage is open 
to doubt. because productivity 
seems to have declined In export in- 
dustries as well. 

Instead of shifting labour to where 
it is needed, the practice of part-time 
work hes received wide application.

down of 1967. The figure is doubtless 
higher now. The remarkable fact is, 
however, that except for a few in- 
stances, the public's income levels 
and consumption standards seem 
not to have been much affected. In 
any case, full employment has been 
maintained thus far largely owing to 
a sbarp drop in population increase 
maigration plus lar; 
emigration) and labour hoarding. 

Actually, the situation has been 
worsening because the economy's 
productive sector total has been 
dwindling, while the service sector 
has been expanding at a rapid pace. 
In the first half of 1975 the average 
number of employees in the private 
sector --- which embraces {ndustry, 
agriculture, transport, construction 
andalso commerce was 17,000 less 
than ἃ year ago, and 37,000 less than 
in 1973, At the same time the number 
of employees in the public sector and 
financial concerns increased by 
similar numbers. 

In 1972 the ratio of service to 
productive employment was about 
one third, and was already con- 
sidered wideiy excessive. Today, it 
is close to one half, and is now higher 
than in the U.S., Britain or Sweden. 
Obviously such δ ratie is untenable 
for ἃ poor country like Israel. But it 
ig equally obvious that % cannot be 
ehanged by such palliattves as a 
eredit squeeze, or monetary 
measures which may at best spur or 
retard its business activity, but can- 
not produce the deep structural 
changes upon which the breakdown 
of employment — and its perfor- 
mance — depends. 

So far the major outcome of our 
monetary restraint has been reces- 
sion and speculation. Let us hope 
that the new economic policy will 
bring about a material change.

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INDICTMENT 


THE SIBONI affair in Mevasseret Yerushalayim, the village 
just outside the capital, has sparked numerous journalistic in- 
quiries into the spread of violence in our society, and the in- 
ability of the police to cope with the malady.

None however have been, or could be as piercing an indict- 
ment and as touching an of pain and anguished 
concern for Israel's future than the letter, published in the 
adjoining columns, by the father of Yoel Isaacson. ᾿ 

In it emerges the shocked realization of an American rabbi, 
committed to and familiar with Israel, that the country as it 
really is, is quite different from the ideal image he has 
cherished. And with this realization comes the flood of ques- 
tions about the adequacy of our institutions, like the police 
and municipat authorities, and by implication, the adequacy of 
the values which guide them. 

Rabbi Isaacson does not go so far as to doubt aliya itself. 
On the contrary, he asserts that despite the reality disclosed. 
through the experience of his son, aliya remains a primary 
goal. But the assertion itself betrays a question. For if violence 
and terror are permitted to mar the face of Israel, what indeed 
are our aliya representatives to say to young people like the 
Iseacsons wha are prepared to re-establish their lives in Israel? 

As Rabbi Isaacson states, the Siboni brothers deserve, and 
will get, a fair trial. But the conditions which enabled the 
situation at Mevasseret to arise and perhaps even to persist 
now, the actions and inactions of the police and the local offi- 
cials, require a more thorough examination than they have 
received thus far. 

For it is the rot from within that may, unless checked in 
time, become quite as much a threat to our national existence, 
as the dangers from without.

Dear Dr. Ben-Meir, 

You may recall the writer of 
this letter. I am the rabbi of the 
Oakland Jewish Center of 
Bayside, New York. Last May, I 
had the pleasure of meeting you 
when you spoke in my syn- 
agogue at a community-wide 
Rally for Israel, which we spon- 
sored. I met you again in Israel 
this past summer at the Aliyah 
Conference sponsored under the 
joint auspices of the Jewish 


* Agency and the Rabbinical 


Council of America. 

Little did I realize then that I 
would be writing you this letter 
in more than one capacity. First, 
as a rabbi vitally interested in 
Israel, its future and the moral 
fibre of its society. I commend, 
salute, and laud you and your 
colleagues who have, with ex- 
emplary courage and 
forthrightness, championed the 
eause of justice, truth, and 
decency in combating the terror 
and fear which reigus in 
Mevasseret Yerushalayim. 

But I write this letter in a per- 
sonal as well, for I am in- 
timately involved and concerned 
by what has happened in 
Mevasseret. The family which 
was hounded, harassed, in- 

threatened, 


and compelled to flee Israel 
after living underground to es- 
cape the clutches of the Siboni 
gang, consists of my son Yoel, 
daughter-in-law Yehudit, and 
granddaughter Michal. 

I can tell you honestly and 
sincerely that for me personaliy 
this is a tragedy of the highest 
magnitude. What my son told me 
upon his return to America, and 
which I subsequently confirmed - 
from other sources, has literally 
shocked and traumatized me 
beyond description. It has 
shaken me down to my very 
depths. It is an absolutely in- 
eredible story — unbelievable, 
totally incongruous with the 
Israel that I have known and lov- 
ed for these many years. ᾿ 

tt is not easy for a father who 
encouraged his son to go on 
aliyah, and who tried to in- 
culcate in him a love of Israel 
and the people of Israel, to hear 
of the harrowing experiences 
they had to endure in a com- 
munity tyrannized and terroriz- 
ed by a gang of “goons,” and 
where justice, law, and order 
were displaced by violence, . 
threats and corruption. I know 
that this is an exception and τὰ 
does not reflect the mora] tone of 
the land or the conditions as they 
actually exist in Israel — in its 
cities, towns, and villages. But I 
keep asking myself the question 
— how could this happen in 
Israel of all places? Can anyone 
gauge the depths of a father's 
anguish when he hears that his 
son had to flee Israel because a 
Mafia-type gang was out to kill 
him, his wife and child? The- 
story is incredible — but 
tragically I must tell you that it 


is true. : 

But if it is possible for a father 
to transcend his own intimate, 
personal feelings of profound 
sorrow and sadness, let me also 
say that Israel too has Jost much. 
My son and daughter-in-law 
were very idealistic and 
dedicated olim. Their love of 
Israel waa the great passion of 
their “lives and it knew no 
bounds. They were prepared to 
make every sacrifice — even life 
itself — for the Israel they loved. 
My son is a graduate of Bar-Ilan 
University (B.S.) and recently 
recieved his M.Sc. degree. He is 
a brilliant physicist and several 
of his articles have already 
appeared->in scientific inter- 
national journals.

AFTER LIVING for several 
years in a rented apartment in 
Bnai Brak, they bought this little 
heuse in Mevasseret 
Yerushalayim at great financial 
sacrifice. Together with a group 
of young families and the 
Yeshiva which was being built 
there they wanted to become 
part of the community and 
hoped to encourage more 
families to move into 
Mevasseret (a seemingly quiet, 
peaceful, and suburban com- 
munity). And so Yoel and 
Yehudit borrowed, begged, and 
liquidated their life-savings until 
they managed to scrape together 
the sum of $35,000 to buy and im- 
prove this little two room at- 
tached house on approximately 
a dunam of land. Frankly speak- 
ing, when I saw the house this 
past summer, I told them very 
bluntly that they had made a 
mistake. By American stan- 
dards, it was a disaster — a 
small hut where the living con- 
ditions were very primitive. 
However, I could not help but ad- 
mire their zeal, enthusiasm and 
above all their deep sense of 
commitment and love which 
glistened in their eyes as they 
showed me “their palace." It 
was their home in the Judean hills 
— which afforded them a 
magnificent view of Jerusalem 
and its surroundings. With his 
bare hands and the sweat of his 
brow, Yoel began to make the 
necessary improvements to 
make the place livable. He 
cleared and terraced the jand. 
He became a painter, a plumber, 
and an electrician — all rolled 
into one. 

When Tu B'Shvat arrived Yoel 
and Yehudit invited their friends 
and particularly the children to 
participate in the planting of 
trees. Fifteen fruit trees were 
planted and all took hold and 
began to grow and blossom, 
thanks to the loving care and 
tenderness lavished upon them. 


AND THEN SUDDENLY, 
without warning, their paradise 
was ed into a night- 
mare. Eli Siboni purchased the 
home bordering Yoel's lot. And 
because my son refused to 
accede to a flagrant act of

In broad daylight the Sibonis 
trespassed on his property to up- 
root the fruit trees which he had 
planted. 

My son and his 16-year-old 
brother-in-law were physically 
assaulted. ᾿ 


In the vestibule of the court of 
law {in Jerusalem) my 
daughter-in-law waa taunted, 
maligned and threatened by a 
“poon squad” of the Sibonis to 
the point that she went into 
shock and hysteria. This, mind 
you, in a court of justice (I think 
this is most shameful and shock- 


ing and the allegation should be. 


thoroughly investigated by the 
proper. authorities). ΐ 

And finally, when all this fail- 
ed to dislodge my son and family 
from his home, and compel him 
to drop the charges that he had 
preferred against the Sibonis, 
they threatened to kill him, his 
wife, and baby daughter. 

Tt became quite apparent to 
my son that he was dealing with 
a gang of ruthless criminals 
who, thanks to the immunity af- 
forded them by the local corrupt 
officials, could very eesily carry 
out these threats and that they 
had to be taken seriously. It was 
then that my son moved his 
family from Mevasseret to go 
underground and live in hiding. 


IT IS NOT TOO DIFFICULT for 
me to understand how St is possi- 
ble (even in Israel) for a town to 
be gripped by a sense of terror 
and fright to the point where the 
inhabitants are silenced for fear 
of retaliation should they dare 
testify. This is something that I 
have often seen in grade-B 
Western movies. That two 
brothers, assisted by a gang of 
like-minded criminals, can 
tyrannize a whole town is shock- 
ing — yet it is possible. After all, 
who am I to fault these poor peo- 
ple, living in fear, victimized by 
the Sibonis, who, unlike my son, 
have no place to run. My heart 


goes out to them. They are . 


trapped in a town where there is 
“no judge and no justice’ for 
they feel that the police are total- 
ly impotent to halt these acts of 
violence and that the local 
politicians are active par- 
ticipants in the machinations of 
the Siboni brothers.
